1.  I  am  an  ex-tnajcj’  of  the  Japanese  army,  I  am  living 
in  Tokyoto  Shinjuku-ku  Shimochiai  2  ChSme  80I4. 

I  served  in  the  headouarters  of  the  Kv/antung  Army  as 
a  cipher  officer  at  the  time  v;hen  tho  Kantokuen  started  in 
I9I1.I.  Later  I  v/as  transferred  to  tho  cipher  section  of  the 
General  Staff  Office,  in  September  1)U^» 

2.  I  am  acquainted  'vith  I.iatsuura  Kusuo,  having  had  con¬ 

nection  with  him  on  our  'auj-’nessedv  I  liave  neither  seen 
operations  plans,  nor  bOs n  ehown  the  contents  of  them  by  my 
superiors.  As  to  the  Kai.v,.kucn.,  I  im  entirely  ignorant  of 
the  contents  of  the  piar  I  knov;,  however,  that  the  Kwantung 
Army  was  reinforced  at  th^t  time.  I  have  no  rocollection  whether 
I  ever  talked  v/ltv  Mattaura  relating  to  this  problem.  At  that 
time,  however,  there  various  rumors  among  young  officers; 

I  might,  therefore,  have  talked  with  fiatsuura  about  these 
rumors,  I  never  told  Matsuura  anything  concerning  the  contents 
of  elthar  operations  plans  or  the  Kantokuen;  I  could  not  have, 
because  I  did  not  l:nov;  them. 

5.  The  conferences  of  the  cipher  clerks  at  the  General 
Staff  Office  used  to  be  held  every  year  as  a  custom.
